To Vienna Maybe 


LONDON (AP) The United 
Nations radio at Algiers today 
broadcast a Berne dispatch 
quoting Adolf Hitler's newspaper 
Voelkischer Beobachter as say- 
ing that “the whole German gov 
ernment has left Berlin.” - The 
broadcast was recorded by the 
Associated Press. 

There was no immediate ex- 
planation or confirmation-of the 
report. 

The statement that the “whole 
German government’ had moved 
came as a Surprise in London, 
although there had been numer 
ous unconfirmed reports the past 
three four weeks that some 
governmental departments were 
being transferred.

These reports—none of which 
had any official confirmation— 
told of great vans being loaded at 
the doors of Berlin ministries and 
rolling away—possibly to Vienna, 
Linz or Breslau 

Neutral reports also have tald 
of the moving of some govern 
mental offices to Vienna shortly 
after the Germans ‘ announced 
that they were withdrawing non- 
essential civilians from Berlin. 

One Briton said that “if the 
report is true it undoubtedly is 
inspired by, the fear of a ‘Ham- 
burg’ bombing which in a single 
night might destroy tons of 
records and create chaos in the 
government machinery.” 


MAY TRY ROME TRICK 


There also was the possibility 
that removal of the government 
might be a forerunner of an at- 
tempt, such as that of Rome, to 
obtain an “open-city” status for 
the Reich capital.

TORONTO (CP) -— The stock 
market was a little stronger for 
he gold shares today, while the 
industrials were lower, and other 
groups maintained an even keel.

Many thousands of badgers 
live on this continent, but people | 
seldom see them.
